Flags and flowers on soldiers' graves,, 


public addresses and parades, are all a 
part of Memorial Day celebrations. Orig- 
inally" an observance in honor of Union 
men wno died in the Civil war, this day 
has come to include Southern heroes as 
well as Northern, and the dead of recent 
wars as well as those of the sixties. 


The day can be made one of still great- 


er meaning if the desirability of peace is 
given a place along with national grati- 
tude to the soldier dead. The'Civil, war it- 
self and the recent World Avar were both 
fought as a means to peace. There were 
other causes and origins, but the rank and 
file of fighters and the rank and file of 
citizens at home supported war not for 
conquest but for unity and peace. They 
hoped to buy something infinitely pre- 
cious with their sacrifices. 


Little by little it is becoming apparent 


that war fails, to accomplish the things 
hoped for. Its gains are less and-less com- 
mensurate with its losses. 
It is just as 


well to think of this at the graves of those 
who have died in past wars. It is hard to 
imagine those heroes opposing any legiti- 
mate, honorable, enlightened activities to 
promote future peace and prevent future 
Avars.

There is real progress tOAvard agree- 


ment betAveen the United States and C^n-r 
ada for the building of the deep waterway 
from the Great'lakes to trie sea. 
Recent 


exchanges between the two governments 
show they are almost ready for formal 
negotiations, to fix and divide costs, es-; 
tablish mutual responsibilities and rights 
and prepare the necessary treaty. There 
is plenty of work yet for engineers, fi^ 
nanciers and statesmen before this big, 
complicated project is really under way, 
but the Avhole thing is moving, pushed 
ahead by the rising spirit, of tAvo nations. 
The great obstacles so far have been in 
Canada. The hostility of 'Montreal and 
Quebec has been more effective than that 
of NCAV York. NOAV Canadian objections 
seem to be melting away, as Canadian 
financial, shipping and. power interests 
realize that they stand to gain more than 
they lose. 


The cost of the project, including im- 


provements already perfected or under 
way which are necessary for the scheme, 
would be about $800,000,000, divided al- 
most equally between the tAvo countries. 
Canada is inclined to take, for her part of 
the job, all the construction work located 
in-Canadian, territory, including the neAv. 
Welland ship canal costing $115,000,000, 
and the St. LaSvrence sections beloAv the 
international boundary.

a. 27-foot channel through the interna- 
tional section, up to the head of the lakes.

All 
hroug'h the novel the" father and the 
great-aunt fight for that tradition and 
ry to mould the young people in ac- 
ordance with it. But it is futile. In 
he end the boy, instead of spending a 
utile life at a polite job that pays 
ust enough to keep the breath in his 
body, puts on overalls and goes into 
a steel mill- to be one 'of the world's 
producers. The girl, instead of wait- 
ng, in the best tradition of the "Old 
amily" for a husband, gets a job as a 
dancer in a cabaret and in the end 
marries a •wealthy though somewhat 
vulgar man—that Is vulgar from the 
point of view of the old families. He 
s an American go-getter and the au- 
thor gives us to understand that the 
girl's choice is a wise one, because he 
s alive and sho will have a life that 
s alive, which is all that counts, the 
thesis runs. 


"Old Enchanmtmcnt" is pretty well 


done, at least about three quarters of 
the book can be. so described. 
The 


writer weakens at the last and docs 
not carry complete conviction. His 
solution of the problem leaves a skep- 


tical reader rather uncor.v'nbed. But 
his description of the genteel poverty 
of his old family is admirable. The re- 
action of the vital young people to 
these conditions is also well portrayed. 
You can't escape feeling that some- 
thing is being placed before you that 
has reality and that has been observed 
by the author at first hand. The im- 
pression is almost left that the writer 
suffered in the manner of his char-

In this large factory the cream is 
first pasteurized and then is run into the great churns 
which break up the fat globules and collect them as 
butter. The moisture is worked out by machinery, the 
butter is removed from the churns and then goes into 
the next room to be packed for market.
